purpose shall have 'power to ac- 
quire and own such real and per- 
sonal property as may be neces- 
sary and Incident thereto. The 
city shall not charge for gasoline 
and oil sold by it, more than the 
cost thereof to the city plus the 
cost of handling the same, Includ- 
ing contingencies." 


On June 23, 1924, the city com- 


mission passed a resolution author- 
izing the legal department of the 
city to draw up the proposed 
charter amendment to be voted 
upon at the coming general elec- 
tion.

EIGHT MILES FROM SHANGHAI 


Army Is Slowly Falling

Lu Yung Hsiang Trying to Save

ing Into City. 


TOKIO, Sept. 20—(United Press) 


—The Japanese government has 
granted permission to Chang Tso 
Lin, Hanchurian dictator to use 
the south Manchurian railway in 
his operations against the Peking 
government. 


Chang requested use. of the rail- 


way for transportation of troops 
and military supplies early in the 
week, following his declaration of 
war on General Wu Pei Fu and the 
central regime. 
It was granted 


yesterday 
according to an an- 


nouncement this evening, which 
said: 


"Granting 
of 
permission 
for 


transportation of troops over the 
South Manchurian railway is in 
accordance with precedents and 
does not In any way constitute a 
breach of Japan's neutrality in the 
Chinese civil war. 


"A refusal of Chang's request 


•would have been interpreted as 
favoring General Wu Pei Fu, a po- 
sition Japan wishes to avoid." 


The K i a n g s u bombardment 


ceased shortly after nightfall, but 
there was still a desultory gun fire 
from cannon LuYung Hsiang had 
rushed up during the evening. 


Observers here believed 
the 


rival leaders had decided to call it 
a day and that the attack on 
Shanghai would not be resumed 
before daybreak: tomorrow.

Jockeys like Tod Sloan and Earl 


Sande, it has been said, get more 
out of their mounts than any other 
rider could. 


There may be nothing to it, but 


it is a good yarn told around the 
track that Sloan and Sande put 
talk in the ears of their mounts 
that did more good than a whip. 


Sande seldom used any punish- 


ment to get some extra energy out 
of his mounts, so there must have 
been something in bis method of 
handling and coaxing a horse that 
got results.

seems to have in handling men. 


Much in That Name. , 


It never has been explained by 


what means Robinson gets what he 
does out of ordinary ball players, 
but there is much in the sobriquet 
.hat he carries around the major 
eagues — "Uncle Robby." T h e 
name "Muggsy,". which John Mc- 


raw used to carry around and 


which he has succeeded in living 
down, was suggestive of his_ theory 
of driving a club, but the "Uncle," 
which has been pinned affection- 
ately on Robby, suggests a policy 
of 'management entirely different, 
ijut successful as well. 


Ball players all work for Robby. 


They play better than they ever 
played for other managers. 
He 


seems to get along with them and 
they appear to be satisfied with 
him. It is not recalled when there 
was an announcement from the 
Brooklyn club office that a player 
had been fined or suspended for 
unbecoming conduct or for violat- 
ing the club rules. 


Uncle Hobby, of course, knows 


baseball. 
He came from that fine 


old Baltimore Oriole school which 
produced some of the best man- 
agers in the big league. He knows 
pitchers and he knows ball players 
but there is no way of learning 
how to get more jut of a ball 
player than he has. or other man- 
agers would be doing the same 
thing that Robby has done in 
Brooklyn.

first baseman would 
be safe, for 


the players below him are not bat- 
ting as consistently as they might. 
Miller of St. Joe has supplanted 
Lyman Lamb of Tulsa as the run- 
ner-up to Lelivelt. 


Tulsa as a team still leads the 


Western entries in batting with 
such a margin there is no chance 
for any other team to seriously 
dispute the honor "the Qilers claim.. 
Tulsa

Denver being second with .309. 
Denver had just a shade on Tulsa 
in the fielding averages. 


A Tulsa

Unless Rogers Hornsby takes a brace 
he is not going: to set a new mark for 
modern major league batting. Averages 
for the Xational league that include 
tames played September 18, show the 
slugger of the St. Louis Cardinals to 
have dropped to .4:0. which is the mark 
held jointly by Sislcr and Cobh of the 
American league, and Hornsby Is slump- 
ing so fast since he returned to the

FIVE MILLION CAPACITY FOB 


WATER STORAGE NEEDED. 


Commissioner 
Schroeder 
Will 


Submit Proposition for Water 


Plant Enlargement to City 


Council Monday. 


Plans and specifications will be 


submitted Monday to the city com- 
mission for a new water reservoir 
of five million gallons capacity, to 
be constructed 
adjacent 
to the 


municipal water and light plant at 
Twenty-ninth and A streets during 
this fall and winter. 


The new reservoir will double 


the storage capacity at the A 
street station, will increase the 
total storage capacity of the Lin- 
coln water and light department 
from the present maximum of eight 
million gallons, to a miximum of 
thirteen illion gallons'-when the 
new concrete basin is completed 
June 1, 1925, as planned by Com- 
missioner Schroeder of the city 
water and light department. 


Commissioner 
Schroeder, 
who 


will introduce a resolution to the 
city commission asking for bids on 
the contract to biuld the new reser- 
voir, said Saturday that the cost 
will be approximately $75,000. 


Dimensions of the new reservoir 


will be 239 by 194 feet, with .a 
clear depth of sixteen feet. It will 
be constructed of reinforced con- 
crete, and provisions will be made 
so that if necessary in the future 
it can be converted into a spray 
pond for the 
cooling of water 


heated in the engines at the power 
and water plant. 


Commissioner Schroeder is striv- 


ing to plan for the future security 
of Lincoln's water supply in pro- 
posing the new 5,000,000 gallon 
reservoir. Upon completion of the 
one under consideration now, plans 
will be made for another one of 
the same size to be constructed 
during-the fall and winter of 1925, 
so that in the summer df 1926 the 
city will have a total water stor- 
age capacity of 18,000,000 or 20,- 
000,000 gallons, which would be 
sufficient to supply the city for 
three or three and one-half days in 
case of a breakdown in the water 
equipment. 


A survey was made last year to 


determine 
available 
sources of 


water supply within a practical 
working radius of this city, so that 
in case the wells here should go 
dry, water could be piped in from 
a distance. Altho no immediate 
danger of a shortage here is 
known, it was considered best to 
have accurate information upon an 
availalxle supply in case of neces- 
sity. 
In case the city should construct 


aqueducts to supply Lincoln from 
some distant source of -water sup- 
ply, storage facilities to keep a 
reserve of 20,000,000 gallons would 
be even more necessary than at 
present.

which takes thousands of years. 
T. C. Chamberlin believes that the 
earth has shrunk 570 miles radially 
since its birth. This crustal short- 
ening of the earth' is caused, in 
part, by a loss of interior heat and 
a pouring forth 
of lavas, ashes, 


waters, and gasses. A more im- 
portant reason for the earth's 
shrinkage, however is that the 
molecules of the maetrial within 
the earth rearrange themselves so 
as to occupy less space because of 
the pressure on the earth.

FIVE MILLION CAPACITY FOR 


WATER STORAGE NEEDED. 


Commissioner 
Schroeder 
Will 


Submit Proposition for Water 


Plant Enlargement to City 


Council Monday. 


Plans and specifications will be 


submitted Monday to the city com- 
mission for a new water reservoir 
ot five million gallons capacity, to 
be constructed 
adjacent 
to the 


municipal water and light plant at 
Twenty-ninth and A streets during 
this fall and winter. 


The new reservoir will double 


the storage capacity at the A 
street station, will increase the 
total storage capacity of the Lin- 
coln water and light department 
from the present maximum of eight 
million gallons, to a miximum of 
thirteen illion gallons •• when the 
new concrete basin is completed 
June 1, 1925, as planned by Com- 
missioner Schroeder of the city 
water and light department. 


Commissioner 
Schroeder, who 


will introduce a resolution to the 
city commission asking for bids on 
the contract to biuld the new reser- 
voir, said Saturday that the cost 
will be approximately ?75,000. 


Dimensions of the new reservoir 


will be 239 by 194 feet, with .a 
clear depth of sixteen feet. It will 
be constructed of reinforced con- 
crete, and provisions will be made 
so that if necessary in the future 
it can be converted into a spray 
pond for the 
cooling of water 


heated in the engines at the power 
and water plant. 


Commissioner Schroeder is striv- 


ing to plan for the future security 
of Lincoln's water supply in p'ro- 
posing the new 5,000,000 gallon 
reservoir. Upon completion of the 
one under consideration now, plans 
will be made for another one of 
the same size to be constructed 
during-the fall and winter of 1925, 
so that in the summer df 1926 the 
city will have a total water stor- 
age capacity of 18,000,000 or 20,- 
000,000 gallons, which would be 
sufficient to supply the city for 
three or three and one-half days in 
case of a breakdown in the water 
equipment. 


A survey was made last year to 


determine 
available 
sources of 


water supply within a practical 
working radius of this city, so that 
in case the wells here should go 
dry, 
water could be piped in from 


a distance. 
Altho no immediate 


danger of a shortage here is 
known, it was considered best to 
have accurate information upon an 
availalile supply in case of neces- 
sity. 
In case the city should construct 


aqueducts to supply Lincoln from 
some distant source of water sup- 
ply, 
storage facilities to keep a 


reserve of 20,000,000 gallons would 
be even more necessary than at

This crustal short- 
ening of the earth' is caused, in 
part, by a loss of interior heat and 
a pouring forth 
of lavas, ashes, 


A more im- 
portant reason for the earth's 
shrinkage, however is that the 
molecules of the 
maetrial within
